Committal to the nearby hos­ 
pital in Macedonia was ordered 
by Common Pleas Court Judge 
I,. A. Lombardi and Probate 
Court Judge Nathan Koplin. 
Judge Lombardi asked Skin­ 
ner if he felt he needed psy­ 
chiatric help, and Skinner re 
plied, “yes." 
Skinner, who has been arrest­ 
ed several times, was dishon­ 
orably discharged from the serv ­ 
ice. He was placed on probation 
a year ago for assault with 
deadly weapon in a shooting in­ 
cident in which 
he allegedly 
fired at two youths. 
After admitting he violated the 
probation—mainly by being in­ 
toxicated—he w-as adjudged a 
violator last Bec 
IO. 
Skinner's attorney, A. P Feld­ 
man said he hopes the Veter­ 
an's Administration will admit 
Skinner to a Veteran s Hospital 
for psychiatric treatm ent. 
Since Skinner was jailed a 
psychiatrist had reported most 
of the former servicem an's trou­ 
bles stem from allegedly shoot­ 
ing and wounding two American 
soldiers during the Korean War 
when his commanding officer 
panicked and ordered him to. 
In a report filed with the 
court, Dr. Martin J Gunter quot­ 
ed Skinner as saying his com­ 
manding officer panicked and

NEW YORK (AP) — Public 
spending is expected to top $200 
billion for the first time this 
year. That will bring it to about 
29 per cent of the nation’s total 
output of goods and services. 
The public sector — federal, 
state and local government ex­ 
penditures — is playing ever 
more important a role in deter­ 
mining whether times are good 
or bad. And increasingly almost 
every major, fiscal decision —I 
whether it be spending or tax

They estimate that the issue, 
which the governor wants for 
state capital improvements, may

Q — Which is the easiest tax 
form for me to use? 
A — The simplest tax form is 
card form 1040A. However, not 
all p e o p l e can use it and it 
would not be to the advantage 
of some others to use it. 
Generally 
speaking, 
f o r m 
1040A cannot be used if: deduc­ 
tions are itemized; income is 
$10,000 or over; more than $200 
of income is not subject to with­ 
holding; special tax status o r 
tax credits are claimed. 
The instruction booklet accom­ 
panying Form 1040 discusses 
which form is best for you in 
some detail. It is available at no 
charge at all Internal Revenue 
offices as well as in some banks 
and post offices. 
Q — I understand that the 
new tax I a w has eliminated 
•oms low - income people from 
the tax r o l l s . Over what in­ 
come level must a federal in­ 
come tax now’ be paid? 
A — Under the new law, tax­ 
payers may now have income 
up to $900 before they become li­ 
able for payment of federal in­ 
come taxes. However, rf a tax­ 
payer 
has 
self-empToyment 
income of $400 or more, he must 
also file a return a n d pay the 
self-employment tax. 
If the taxpayer has income 
under $900 but $600 and over, he 
must nevertheless file a return. 
This is particularly important 
to the taxpayer w h o has had 
taxes withheld. A return is nec­ 
essary to obtain a refund. 
Q —- Through part - time and 
s u m m e r work my son earn­ 
ed over $900 last year. Does he 
have to file a return and can I 
claim him as a dependent since 
he is a student getting most of 
his support from me* 
A — S'our son must file a re­ 
turn if he earned $600 or more. 
He may be claimed as your de 
pundent if he is under 19 or is a 
student and you furnish m o r e 
than half his support. 
Q — Where can I find o u t 
which state and local taxes are 
no longer deductible on my fed­ 
eral tax return* 
A — They are listed in the in­ 
struction booklet accompanying 
the 1040 tax forms. Briefly, de­ 
ductions are generally not al­ 
lowed for; automobile tags, dri­ 
vers licenses, state and local 
sales taxes specifically on alco­ 
holic beverages, tobacco and 
certain 
miscellaneous 
taxes. 
State income t a x e s , general 
sales taxes, state gasoline tax­ 
es and real e s t a t e taxes are 
deductible. 
Q — I’m going to get some 
outside help for this year s tax 
return. How can I be sure the 
man I get to help me is relia­ 
ble? 
A — The overwhelming ma­ 
jority of tax advisers are com­ 
petent and honest. To avoid the 
few who are not. here are some 
things to I o o k for; a v o i d the 
adviser who “guarantees'’ re­ 
funds ; be on g u a r d if he sug­ 
gests that the refund check be 
sent to his address: don't sign 
a blank tax form; don't sign a

ask the adviser to sign the re­ 
turn he has prepared. 
Keep in mind that you, t h e 
taxpayer, are legally responsi­ 
ble for the contents of your tax 
return no matter who prepared 
it. 
Q — We receive several hun­ 
dred d o l l a r s in dividends a 
year. I know there have been 
some changes in the tax law. 
Are these dividends still taxa­ 
ble? 
A — Yes, dividends are still 
taxable. Changes h ave been 
made however that will benefit 
low and middle income taxpay­ 
ers. 
Under the new law, individ­ 
uals may now receive up to $100 
in dividends of a taxable domes­ 
tic 
corporation before they be­ 
come taxable. The previous lim­ 
it was $50. For married couples 
w h e r e both have dividends, 
each may receive up to $100 in 
qualified dividends tax free. 
Q — Has t h e r e been a n y 
c h a n g e in the dividend cred­ 
it provision? 
A — Yes. The dividend credit 
is reduced from 4 percent to 2 
percent for 1964 and to zero for 
1965. The dividend credit provi­ 
sion allows a taxpayer to de­ 
duct a percentag of his divi­ 
dend income from his tax liabil­ 
ity. 
For 1964 taxpayer may claim 
a credit againt then* tax of 2 
percent of the amount of quali­ 
fying dividends t h e y receive 


over the exclusion with certain 
limitations. 
Q — Before I retired last year 
my boss told me to look into the 
special benefits for those over 
65 in the new tax law. What are 
they? 
A — There are several specif­ 
ic benefits in addition to t h e 
lower rate that 
will 
cut 
tax 
bills for all taxpayers. For the 
taxpayer 65 or o v e r , the 1964 
law provides an extra $100 on 
the minimum standard deduc­ 
tion) removal of the one percent 
floor on the deduction of medi­ 
cine and d r u g expenses; tax 
free treatment in many cases 
for gains from the s a l e of a 
home for $20,000 or less and re­ 
duced t a x a t i o n on g a i n s 
from sales over that amount; 
broadened coverage on retire­ 
ment income credit. 
These and other benefits are 
j explained in detail in the in­ 
struction b o o k at a greater 
length in “Your Federal Income 
! Tax.”
